1394th day of the war, 68th day of the big offensive. 
Western Front—The Germans resumed their offensive this morning along 
an entirely -new 35-mile front adjoining the Picardy front south and east and 
simultaneously struck on a five-mile front south and west of Ypres on the ex­ 
treme northern tip of the Flanders area. 
Field Marshal Haig’s official report merely mentioned the beginning of 
these attacks and gave no indication of their progress. 
The assault on the new front, Haig said, was made on “wide fronts” be­ 
tween Rheims and Soissons, “following a bombardment of great intensity.” 
He described the assaults as “strong hostile attacks.” 
This front includes the famous Chemin des Dames sector, where Ameri­ 
can troops have been in the line for some time, near Craonne. 
This is about 
midway between Rheims and Soissons and apparently would bear the brunt 
of the enemy thrust. 
Haig also states that these attacks were made against combined british 
and French forces, indicating for the first time that the British are operating 
south of the Avre. 
A London dispatch said this was accepted as further evi­ 
dence of General Foch's plan of co-ordinating all the allied armies. 
The northern attack was made between Voormezeele, less than two miles 
directly south of Ypres. and Locre, slightly more than five miles to the west 
and south. 
This sector is held mostly by French troops. 
American troops, 
however, are nleo known to be training in this region arid it is possible Ameri­ 
cans are figuring in the defense. 
A staff dispatch from William Philip Simms today said art enemy artillery 
activity was increasing all along the British front, particularly in the Somme 
and Scarpe valleys in the Ypres regian. 
American Front—Fred S. Ferguson cabled from the Picardy region that 
cannonading increased there last night and that unusual aerial activities 
were under way, with the American and French aviators having all the best 
of it.

THE TRANSATLANTIC FLIGHT 
The Boys “Over Here” 
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BABIES TO FILL THE GAPS 


Twelve babies out of every hundred die in the 
course of a year. 
It is said that casualties in the Allied 
rn lilies are only 4 per cent a year. 
If that rate is main­ 
tained. our soldiers will run far less danger than our 
babies. 
It is natural to compare the two kinds of life-losses. 
particularly in view of the campaign that is being made 
to lower infant mortality 
Dr. Josephine Baker, director 
of the federal bureau of child hygiene, maintains that the 
nation can easily save, this year, the lives of 100,000 
babies that would normally be sacrificed by carelessness 
and ignorance. 
Consider what that means in the national balance 
sheet. 
It is hardly possible that we shall lose anywhere 
near that many soldiers this year, no m atter how serious 
the fighting may be. 
It would probably require more 
than 1,0<M).000 casualties—cases of wounds, capture and 
death—to total 100,00" men killed. 
We cannot expect 
any such figures. 
If. then, we save the lives of 100.000 babies, we shall 
much more than replace the number of American lives 
lost in France. 
And all that it demands is a little more 
care than usual, a little more thoughtfulness, a little more 
expenditure of money on our babies and their mothers. 
Isn’t it an easy way to make up the deficit? 
Those babies, to be sure, will not really take the 
places of men lost. 
But they will come nearer it than 
any other conceivable substitute. 
It’s an appealing idea. 
A baby saved for every sol­ 
dier slain. 
Babies to replace our own men. and babies 
for good measure to make up for lost allies. 
It’s playing 
fair with Nature, and with the race. 


THE WARLIKE WEST 


It was remarked in the Third Liberty Loan campaign 
that the federal reserve districts making the best show­ 
ing were in the West and Middle West. 
Now comes Dr. 
Charles A. Eaton, a New York minister who has been 
serving as a volunteer preacher of patriotic religion to 
government shipyard workers, with a new tribute to our 
western population. 
After having spoken to the work­ 
men in every important shipyard in the United States, 
and observed their achievements, he declares: 
"The 
fact is that the West Coast right now is far ahead of the 
East.” 
The Atlantic shipyards have naturally excelled in 
quantity production. 
But they have not excelled in spirit 
nor speed. 
“The West,” says Dr. Eaton, “gave the first 
steel ship, the first wooden ship and the first concrete 
ship on the program of the Emergency Fleet Corporation. 
And one Seattle yard alone turned out the first five steel 
ships of the program.” 
It isn’t merely tile ship workers, either, that show 
the western spirit. Wherever he went, in any part of the 
country, Dr. Eaton couldn't help knowing every hour that 
he was “in America.” 
Even on the. plains of Wyoming 
he was always running into enthusiastic Liberty Loan 
rallies 
And as regards the 
general 
attitude 
of 
the 
Pacific Slope: 
“In motoring from Seattle to Aberdeen, Wash., along 
the F’uget Sound, we remarked that over the entire 190 
miles we hardly Baw a hut, 
lean-to or house that didn’t 
show the Red Cross Insignia, the Food Conservation card, 
and usually the star that tells of a member of the family 
in the uniform of his country." 


DENATURING THE MULE

Admission of a “Last Ditcher” 


(From the New York Herald) 


"The people have begun to lose their nerve," ad­ 
mits Captain von Salzmann, military critic of the Vossiche 
Zeitung, writing of the heavy losses sustained by the 
German armies on the western front. 
He tries to re­ 
store confidence by emphasizing the importance of the 
capture of Kemmel, but his assertions concerning the 
magnitude of the German loss in men and his reference 
to rumors t hat are being spread broadcast among the 
German people have called forth admission in the Reichs­ 
tag that every gain in territory has been bought at an 
enormous price. 
It is highly significant that a military writer of the 
standing of Captain von Salzmann 
should 
have 
felt 
impelled to treat of a subject concerning which the mil­ 
itary authorities are endeavoring to force silence. While 
in his references to the strength of the United States 
Captain von Salzmann has taken a much broader view 
than have those who have belittled American effort and 
America’s strength, nevertheless he is a "last ditch” 
fighter for Prussianism, one who always has insisted that 
the only possible outcome to the war is a German vic­ 
tory. 
When Captain von Salzmann begins to question 
whether the game is worth the candle, it is safe to 
assume that the German loss has been even greater than 
the world has imagined.

Abolish City Manager Form of 
Government, Ask Hunt­ 
ington Beach Voters 


HUNTINGTON BEACH, May 27 — 
All last week the teachers and Board 
members were circulating 
petitions 
for an Initiative or substitute bill to 
take the place of a bill known as As­ 
sembly Pill 1013 w hich is to come be­ 
fore the electors tltis fall for Hie vote 
and approval of the people. 
The Bill 
1(H3 v as evidently good but its scope 
wn s considered too great for Califor­ 
nia schools. 
Should it become a law, 
it will tend, according to the teachers, 
to restrict 
school incomes, 
shorten 
school terms, 
decrease salaries 
of 
teachers, lessen the extent and con­ 
tent of public education and degrade 
California to the rank of a low rate 
state educationally. 
The original bill 
and this substitute aim to bring about 
I a 
more 
efficient 
and businesslike 
handling of the public budgets, and 
they also aim to promote economy by 
limiting 
Hie amount 
of annual in­ 
crease in the total money to be levied 
in taxes in each county. The marked 
difference between the two bills is 
that this substitute which has the 
backing of the whole California school 
system makes 
an exception 
of the 
school budget. 
In a town or city that 
expands in population quickly, it is 
necessary to increase the budget more 
than five per cent lier year. 
While one has just as many more 
tax 
payers 
in 
proportion 
to 
the 
amount to be raised, and also proj>or- 
i innately 
more 
scholars, 
yet 
the 
amount raised must he based on the 
previous year's work and as the pub­ 
lic moneys are not available at once, 
it financially handicaps 
the 
school 
just at the time that a larger expan-1 
• ion is needed.
